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What Will Be Foe,wear of Future? 


Shoe manufacturers say a sharp advance in prices may be 


looked for soon, due to a falling off in the production in leather 
and an increased demand for it in the automobile industry. There 
has been a steady decrease in the number of cattle killed at the 
packing centers since 1910. In 1911 this decrease was 573,000; 
in 1912, 758,000; in 1913, 990,000. That there was also a propor- 
tionate decrease in what is known as the "country kill' is certain. 
Government statistics show a decrease from 41,000,000 to 35,000,- 
000 during the time alluded to. 


The demand of the makers of automobiles has steadily grown 


for some years. While some makers use substitutes, high-class 
cars are upholstered in leather and this has affected the shoe man. 


As a. result 01 tins stale o± aLumo tuuoIucic.'Ll^ ^nrzict;* :s be- 


ing manifested and economists are agitating in favor of a revival 
of the beef cattle industry, while agricultural colleges are care- 
fully noting the possibilities of cattle growing on cultivated areas 
which are taking the place of the large uncultivated territory 
which was the stockman's paradise during the days of free graz- 
ing. When the wire fences were strung across the grass lands of 
the west the old cattlemen quit. But it is stated there is a pros- 
pect of an effort being made along general lines to replace the 
steer of the olden days, who roamed care free, by the alfalfa-fed 
animal who will be limited in his environment, and that it is hoped 
in this manner to increase the number of animals for killing. 


It is a serious problem. Population is increasing by leaps and 


bounds and in the United States alone it is estimated there are 
now 110,000,000 of persons of all ages who must be shod. At this 
time there is no substitute for leather that can be used in making 
shoes. Until one is found we shall have to depend upon the cattle 
supply for footgear. And unless the supply of cattle is materially 
increased prices may be expected to rise until the possession of a 
pair of shoes will be regarded not as a mere necessity, but a 
luxury.

The newspapers have joined the chorus from time to time and as 
a result the sound of the damp towel is heard on the wall, the 
mercantile houses do a big business in traps and sticky paper, the 
kiddies work assiduously in reducing the fly population, but after 
all the labor the pests continue to multiply ana tnere is no appat- 
ent diminution in numbers. 


One reason is apparent The municipality is engaged in breed- 


ing flies by thousands and millions. The fly is rearing his numer- 
ous progeny under official sanction. An inspection of the gar- 
bage cans along the street any warm day will prove the assertion. 
These cans are used as receptacles for street sweepings and are 
emptied once a day. Garbage cans are good things when tight
